The following ihriljiug description 


of a Malay's adventure with aii octo- 
pus is told by LouU de Bougemout, 
iu tbe story describiujg his strange ex- 
periences while a castaway for many 
years iu tbe wilds of unexplored Aus- 
tralia, which appeared iu the Wide 
World Magazine. The incident oc- 
curred w'uiie he was engaged in the 
pearl fishery off the coast of New 
Guinea, where pearls exist in great 
abundance . 


The story is as follows: 
"The greatest enemy the divers had 


to fear in these waters was the dreaded 
<M-topus, whose presence occasioned 
far greater panic than the appearance 
of a mere shark. 


"These loathsome monsters would 


sometimes come and throw (heir hor- 
rible tentaules over the side of the 
frail craft from which the divers were 
•working, and actually fasten on to the 
men themselves, dragging them ont 
into the water. 


''One of our own men had a terribly 


narrow escape from one of these fear- 
ful creatures. 


"One sight the wind rose and rain 


fell heavily, with the result that next 
morning all tbe little boats were fonnd 
more or less water-logged. 
Some of 


the Malays were told off to go and bale 
them out. 
Whilst they were at work 


one of the men saw a mysterious look- 
ing black object in the sea, which so 
attracted his curiosity that he dived 
overboard to find out what it was. He 
had barely reached the water,however, 
when an immense octopus rose into 
view, and at once made for the terri- 
fied man, who instantly saw bis dan- 
ger, and with great presence of mind 
promptly turned and scrambled back 
into the boat. 


"The terrible creature was after him, 


however, and to the horror of the on- 
lookers it extended its great flexible 
tentacles, enveloped the entire boat, 
man and all, and then dragged the 
•whole down under the crystal sea. 
The diver's horrified comrades rushed 
to his assistance, and an attempt was 
made to kill the octopus with a har- 
poon, but without success. 
Several 


of his more resourceful companions 
then dived into the water with a big 
net made of rope, which they took 
right underneath the octopus, en- 
taugling the creature and its still liv- 
ing prey. 


"The next step tra« to drag np both 


man and octopus into the whale-boat, 
uuil this done, the unfortunate Malay 
wn^ at length seized by his legs and 
dragged by sheer fore's ont of the 
frightful embrace, more dead than 
alive. 
However, we soon revived 


him by putting him in a very hot 
bath, the water being at such a tem- 
perature as to actually blister his skin. 
Jt ia most remarkable that the man 
was not altogether drowned, as he 
hail been held under water by the 
tentacles of the octopus for rather 
more than two minutes. 
But, like 


all the Malays of our party, this man 
rarrie-1 ft knife, which he used to t-cry 
good purpose on the monster's body 
when first it dragged him under the 
water. 
These repeated stabs caused 


the creature to keep rolling about 011 
the surface. 
The unhappy man was 


in this way enabled to get an occa- 
sional breath of air, otherwise he 
must infallibly havo been drowned. 


"The octopus had an oval body, and 


was provided with au extraordinary 
number of tentacles—six very large 
ones and many smaller ones of vary- 
ing size?. 
It was a horrible-looking 


creature, with a flat, slitny body, yel- 
lowis,h white in color, with black 
spot«, and ft hiileous cavity of a 
mouth, without leeth. 
It is the ten- 


tacles of the creature that are so 
dreaded ou account of the immense 
sucking power -which they possess. 


"After this incident the divers- al- 


ways took a tomahawk with them on 
their expedition, iu order to lop off 
the tentacles of any octopus 
that 


might try to attack them."

Trooper Eland's adventure with a 
Jioii. 


About the end of May the party was 


at a place called Coope's Pan. Bland, 
who was doing grazing guard at the 
time, discovered that two horses were 
missing. 
Taking two days' rations 


he started in search of them. 
On 


either side of Coope's Pan there was a 
thirst of thirty er forty uiiles, so his 
task was by no means an enviable one. 
He rode forty miles to a place called 
Mgwashia and there off-saddled and 
sat down by some bushes, tying the 
two horses with him to a tree close by. 


The animals almost immediately 


begau to tug violently at the reins, 
and, getting up to see what was the 
matter, Bland observed a lion walk 
from behind the bush near which he 
had been sitting. 
Starting on his re- 


turn journey he camped out seven 
miles farther on, built a schema, and 
made a fire. Shortly after the moon 
had set tho horses were attacked by a 
lion, probably tlio one he huJ «:• 
turbed previously. 
Bland rushed 


outside the schorm with his shot gun, 
charged with No. fi shot. The lion 
left the horse ho bad attacked and 
rushed at Bland, knocking him over, 
biting his thigh, and causing other 
serious injuries. 
It then left Bland 


and went after the horse again, but, 
sat finding it, made for Bland a sec- 
gud time. A shot, however, soarad 


•way. 
Blaud, tLoagh 


mauleJ, recommenced his journey 
next uoruiug, leading tbe second 
horse, M be was unable to ride. Aft*r 
walking ttu miles be again encamped, 
aud built a hclierin. Tbe Hon. which 
must have followed him, rushed at 
tbe scherut three times, finally leaping 
over and taking the horse. 


Bland w«lk«d on for over forty 


miles; sleeping in trees at uight, and 
on tbe sixth day after be left tbe 
wagons be was fonnd by others of tbe 
party. 
The wagons were thirty iiiilea 


away, and some ingenuity bad to ba 
exercised to convey the injured man 
back to cauip. 
Eventually blankets 


were folded on the back of a hois*, 
and Bland was laid on theiu, with hi* 
feet towards tbe horse's head. 
Two 


wen walked behind, holding np hia; 
bead, aud one supported his feet. 


Starting at eleven at nigbt, tbe 


party proceeded iu this manner till 
ten on the following morning, when 
they came to water. 
All were ex- 


hausted with fatigue, and were glad 
when the wagons came up soon after- 
wards. Au operation was afterwards 
performed on Bland, wbo was doing 
well when the letter was dispatched. 


Brave Private Flnlay. 


Private J. F. Fiulay, of C Com- 


pany, First California, especial ly dis- 
tinguished himself in the capt lire of 
Manila, writes the war correspondent 
of the New York Sun. For such work 
as this Englishmen get the Victoria 
Cross. Finlay is detailed to Major 
Jones's transportation depart merit as 
interpreter. His mother was a Mexi- 
can, and he learned Spanish before 
he did English. When ammunition 
was sent forward 
Finlay was in 


charge of the train. He had eight; 
carromatta loads of it, each carro-; 
matta with a native driver. He started! 
when the Spanish fire was hottest 
and went straight np through tbei 
open fields. The bullets bnzzed andj 
whistled all abont him. 
They ripped! 


through the tops of his carts, and one! 
of them hit one of bis drivers in thej 
leg.

Finlay kept on as if he were going 


after corn on a pleasant afternoon nn-j 
til he reached the old insurgent 
trench. Then be halted his train and] 
went forward alone to find some one 
from the Tenth Pennsylvania to whom 
he could deliver the ammunition. 
That last hundred yards into our 
trench was what Captain O'Hara, a 
grizzled veteran who has'seen a-plenty 
of hot work, called a "very hot 
place." It was swept incessantly by; 
Spanish bullets. 
But Finlay bunted! 


around until be fonud his man, went; 
back and got his carromattas, andi 
started forward. 
One of his ponies' 


was shot Justin the rear of our trench.' 
Finlay took it out of the cart and with 
the native driver hauled the cart 
along to its place, delivered bis cart- 
ridges, and started back, 
; 


On the way he fonnd Captain Rich-' 


ter lying in the field where he bad; 
fallen. He jumped ont of his carro- 
matta, put the Captain in, and started] 
on. Pretty soon he found another 
•wounded man. That one was picked; 
np, too, and back he went to camp.' 
Then he turned the wounded over to 
the surgeons and got orders to take 
ten carromattas to the front and bring 
back the wounded. Back over thatj 
bullet-swept field he went again, as 
cuol and unconcerned as if on a drive 
through Golden Gate Park, did his, 
work, brought in the wounded, and, 
turned in to get what sleep he could 
before the bard day's work began' 
soon after daylight. 


Courage Brought lltiii Fame. 


Few men have had the distinction 


of carrying a refractory tiger to its, 
cage on their shoulders, but doing 
this made the name and fame of a 
celebrated animal trainer named Bidel. 
As he tells the story in a book re-, 
ceutly published, the big tiger es- 
caped from its cage while the men- 
agerie was filled with people. 
The 


creature was kuowu to be bad temp- 
ered and very dangerous, but, break- 
ing through the crowd of frightened 
mc-u aud women, the keeper tracked 
the tiger to a neighboring blacksmith 
shop. When he found the escaped 
feline it was crouching in a corner, 
with eyes glaring and mouth snarling 
viciously. Using a heavy whip that 
he always carried while among the 
animals, the keeper beat the tiger till 
the creature began to howl and start- 
ed to run. Then, dropping the whip,' 
the keeper sprung to the beast, seized 
it by the loose skiu of the back and 
neck, flung it on his shoulders and 
ran to the cage.

The most notable advance in bi- 


cycle construction which has become 
recognized during this year finds its 
expression in a widespread belief in 
the stanchness of cheap machines. It 
has been surprising to many to note 
how well the cheapest hind of bi- 
cycles have "stood up." and there is 
no doubt but what tbe manufacturers 
of these machines have torn a leaf 
from the book o£ high-grade makers 
and have learaed it by heart, so far 
as frame making is concerned. Cored 
castings, sheet steel ftttings, low tube 
prices and a general advancement in 
the art of brazing have had much to 
do with this commendable progress. 
It would probably not have been real- 
ized, however, if the makers of cheap 
goods had not made the valuable dis- 
covery that frame strength Is more 
a question of "knowing how" than of 
economy. 
Having found that it 
is 


nearly as cheap to make a 
strong 


frame as a weak one, they naturally 
preferred to make the former, and as 
the makers of cheap machines are not 
necessarily situated on a lower plane 
of intelligence than their more am- 
bitious brethren, they forthwith cop- 
ied the best construction that came 
under their observation. Many other 
cycle builders who are bound to have 
a construction specially their 
own 


have done less \veli. and thus the con- 
dition has been brought about that 
price and pretensions no longer fur- 
nish an index 
to 
frame 
strength. 


There would lie no valid objection to 
this state ot affairs it it were not mis- 
leading to the public. To "stand up" 
has so long been the test word for a 
good bicycle tbat the public is apt to 
jump at the conclusion that two bi- 
cycles which perform this 
feat of 


frame endurance equally well are of 
about the same value, and a conviction 
of this kind has nn effect to depress 
average prices unduly. It needs to be 
impressed upon agents and riders that 
there are other things in a bicycle 
than the frame which give way and 
cause dissatisfaction. They all know 
this, of course, but it does not seem 
to be realized sufficiently 
that bad 


tires, warped rims, soft bearings, thin 
cones, brittle cranks and axles, cheap 
pedals, eoft etc., etc., cause more ex- 
pense and encroach more deeply upon 
pleasure or utility than a faulty frame 
which may be quicly replaced. 
The 


danger element has been eliminated 
from cheap bicycles; the economical 
shortcomings remain. They 
should 


be graphically set forth by all who 
propose to make bicycles which are 
equally good in all their component 
parts and wish to obtain a reasonable 
price for them.—-Cycle Age.
